Sir, 
I haye the honour to forward herewith the detailed Australasian Statistics 
for the year 1888. 


A preliminary return, containing the leading particulars embodied in these 
Statistics, was forwarded for publication on the 2nd ultimo, and appeared in the 
Government Gazette of the following week. 


2. In consequence of the difficulty of getting accurate information respecting 
the arrivals and departures of persons overland, it has hitherto been the practice in 
all the colonies to treat these as balancing each other, and, in making up the popula- 
tion estimates, to take into account no other migration than that by the sea-board. In 
the colonies of New South Wales, Queensland, and South Australia, however, an 
allowance is now made for border migration by railway. In the case of Queensland 
the results are embodied in the tables of Immigration and Emigration ; but in the 
other two colonies referred to this is not done, although the numbers are added 
to those representing the sea arrivals and departures for the purpose of combining 
with those representing the births and deaths in making up the periodical estimates of 
population. 


3. In view of the varying systems of land selection prevailing in the different 
colonies it is sometimes not possible to determine accurately what extent of land is in 
process of alienation under the system of deferred payments, and it is consequently 
doubtful as to how much remains unalienated. This arises from the fact that in some 
colonies it is not necessary for the selector to declare whether he intends to comply 
with the necessary conditions for acquiring the freehold of the land he holds for the 
time being as a leasehold. This applies particularly to Queensland, but to a certain 
extent also to Victoria, and perhaps to other colonies. For this reason the information 
embodied in Table XIIL., relating to the alienation of land, is not quite complete in 
all cases. 


There seems to be no agreement amongst the education authorities of the 
different colonies as to how the cost of State Instruction should be computed, and 
consequently the Education Statistics have hitherto been in an unsatisfactory condi- 
tion, the returns of no two colonies being strictly comparable. To ascertain the total 
cost it would obviously be correct that the following should be taken into account :— 
(a) Interest on the capital cost of buildings ; (6) Rents of buildings ; (¢) Repairs of 
buildings ; (d) Cleaning, &c., schools; (e) Cost of school requisites, if supplied ; 
(f) Retiring allowances, if given; (g) Cost of central department; (/) Cost of 
inspection ; (i) Salaries of teachers ; (7) Payments to teachers by parents. Partly 
from official documents, and partly by means of correspondence, I have found it 
possible to obtain information—which I believe to be fairly correct—as to the 
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expenditure upon the last seven of these items; and this having been used in the 
compilation of Table XIV., a reasonable basis is arrived at on which to compare the 
cost of primary instruction in the different colonies; but in consequence of there 
being a difficulty in obtaining information of a uniform character in regard to the 
first three items it has been deemed advisable to omit from the computation all 
reference to the expenditure on buildings. 


The present tables do not differ in form from those published last year. The 
information they contain will, as on former occasions, be freely used and commented 
upon in the Victorian Year- Book.
